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(57) Abstract: A command specifying an access region from a terminal is separated from a command performing access and the 
argument of the command performing access contains lemiinal verification data when transmitted. Thus, it is possible to verify that 
the terminal application which has issued the command specifying the access region, the terminal application which has issued the 
command performing access, and the terminal application holding the authentication key are the same. 
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
